■^^^^^HH  sninll  l(jwn  was  swanniag  witli  jjcoplc,  parades  led  by  bands 
fl  ^^  and  di-uin  corps  were  marching  up  and  down  the  principal  tlioro- 
^^^^  I'are  of  the  city,  and  an  ever  increasing  throng  was  wending  its  waj' 
to  llu'  college  grounds,  for  it  was  there  that  the  game  which  was  to  decide 
llu'  lootiiall  championship  of  the  state  was  to  be  played.  The  college  cam-
